DISCUSSING THE RULES. 


The datos Still Debating the Proposed .Re 
vision. 

WASHINGTON, December to.—Mr. Brown, 
(Indiana) offered a resolution in the house 
changing the rules so as to provide that leave 
to print in the Record shal] be allowed onlv 
when the question 
Referred. 

On motion of Norwood 
senate bill was passed, removing the political 
disabilities of Alexander R. Lawton, of G ‘Or- 
gia. King, of Louisiana, proposed the amend- 
ment to rules soas to allow members to see 
correspondents of the press in the lobby in r@ar 
of the speaker’s chair. Referred. 

The discussion of the proposed revision of 
ihe rules was resumed, and Mr. Herbert, of 
Alabama, took the floor with an argument in 
favor of the general features of the revision 
but in opposition to the plan of distributing 
the work of the appropriations committee, 
That committee should remain in charge of 
money -bills, but all power should be taken 
from it to incorporate them in general legisla- 
tien. He cited instances to show evils which 
had resulted from this method of legislation, 
declaring that it had prevented the enacting 
of a beneficent law, and had created enemies 
to the great committee on appropriations. If 
this attack on the committee should prove suc- 
cessful, the committee would have to blame 
the Holman amendment for it. It was the 
duty of the democratic party to carry out its 
protessions of reform. Mr. Herbert contended 
that this could not be done by a division of the 
appropriation bilis. On the contrary, the 
result would be that the expenditures of the 
government would be largely increased. The 
arguiment which had been made, that the op- 
ponents to the distribution based their oppa- 
sition on the ground that there were only 
fitteen men in tho house honest enough to be 
trusted with the money bills was hardly a fair 
one; and if carried out to its logical conclusion 
would mean that in each of the 48 congresses 
preceding the present, there were only fifteen 
hobest men, for ali of them confided appropria- 
tion bills to one committee.

Granting to other com- 
mittees the power to secure action on their re- 
ports would have the effect of preventing hasty 
action on important legislative propositions, 
and would énable a flood of light to be thrown 
over them. Referring to Mr. Hiscock’s state- 
ment as to withholding appropriation bills in 
order to force action upon other measures, he 
contended that if that were true, the distribu- 
tion of appropriation bills would extend that 
power to nine committees of the house, each of 
which could keep a bill in its pocket until the

DISCOVERED BY THE

Detecticn ard Arrest of Dynamiters Who Confess 
and Implicate a City Official in a Scheme to 
PAssassinate -Prominent Citizens and 
Blow Up the Chinese, Ete. 
EE 

~AN TRANcrisco, December 16.—A_ sensa- 
tonal and startling plot for the wholesale as- 
sa ‘snpation of the most prominent men of the 
city, came to light last night. Some time AZO 
the police obtained information of the exist- 
ence ofan organization called the ‘Socialists’ 
Revolutionary association,” which, it was as- 
serted, was composed of ultra socialists mem- 
bers. A close watch was kept on their move- 
ments, and the police finellySsucceeded in ob- 
taining the minutes of one of their meetings, 
held on November 23, From facts discovered 
it was learned that it was intended to put 
about twenty men out of the way by assassi- 
nation, including W. T. Coleman,congressman, 
W. W. Morrow, General W. H. 1, Barnes, 
Mayor Bartlett, United States 
Judge Jorenzo Sawyer, Leland Stand- 
ford, Charies Crocker, Governor Stoneman, 
and the principal police officials, These names 
were put on the “‘proscriptive list” and placed 
in the hands of an executive committee. The 
ccmmittee were to devise the best means of 
acc mplishix g the end of the base plot and 
were epgaged in considering a method to be 
used when their work was brought toa sud- 
den end by the discovery of their headquar- 
ters at No. 800 Montgomery street. The police 
arrested four men found in the rooms. Their 
nemes are Juiius C. Koosher, Henry Weise- 
man, Charles Mithelstadt and Oscar Eggers, 
The cflicers found in headquarters a complete 
laboratory for the manufacture of infernal 
machines. The men were taken to city pris- 
on, Where they boldly asserted that they were 
dynamiters and that they proposed to get rid 
of the citizens and then raze Chinatown. ‘The 
prisoners are also members of the German 
bianch of the Anti-Coolie league. No charge 
hes yet been entered against the men. 
The leader of the band is Henry Weiseman, 
a Bavarian by birth, and a theoretical chemist 
by profession. He was induced tojoin Coroner 
©’ Donnell’s anti-coolie leagne, and finally be- 
ceme president of the league. “My intention,” 
he said, “was merely to aid in enforcing what 
©’ Donnell teld us was the law against the 
Chinese. Hetold us that the state constitu- 
ticn prohibited Chinese from living within the 
l’mits of any incorporated town or city in the 
state. He showed methe lawandI read it 
fir myself. He never told me that the supreme 
court had declared the law unconstitational, 
and | believed that wasthe law, although I 
have since been told thatit was not. We held 
ameeting on the sand lot on Thanksgiving 
day, and resolved that we would call on the 
municipal authorities to enforce the law or 
resign their offices. O’Donnell told us that we 
had a right to do this, and as he al- 
ways boasted that he was the - second 
highest officer in city, I supposed he knew and I 
believed the municipal authorities would be 
compelled to orderthem to leave the city. The 
only thing that trenbled me was that O'Don- 
nell was always letting on that the Chinese 
were supplied with superior arms and that 
they had armories in Chinatown and were 
drijling every night with Winchester rifles, 
suplied them byColone! Bee, Chinese consul, The 
most of our people were working men and 
Lud noarms. J] was afraidwhen the Chinese 
wee ordered to £O they would resist and at- 
tack our people and we must have something 
to meet them with andI resolved experi- 
aud see if I eould not invent a superior 
I commenced my experiment about 
twelve days agoand bought some dyuamite.

He 
claims that Henry Villard, railway magnate, 
acsisted him materially in his labors, but that 
he did not receive payment for his services, as 
the funds of the society were exhausted, He 
recently came to this city and identified him- 
self with the anti-coolie league. The house in 
whieh the dynamite was found was occupied 
by him. He paid a monthly rental of ten dol- 
lars. Charles Mithelstatt is president of the 
third ward anti-coolie club and vice president 
of the German branch of the same organiza- 
tion. In his room the detectives found about 
three hundred badges bearing the letters “D.

Orders Countermanded by Military Author- 
ities—Everything Quiet, 

OMAHA, Neb., December 16.—-It was learned 
at a late hour Jast night that orders had been 
issued from military headquarters, department? 
of Platte, rescinding the orders of Friday, 
December 4. The latter were the mysterious 
orders on which battery “D,” from Fort 
Omaha, proceeded in such extreme haste to 
Fort Douglass at Salt Lake city aud which 
created such widespread excitement over an 
expected Mormon uprising. Orders were se- 
cretly promulgated the same date to every 
post mm the department, instracting command- 
ers to hold their men in readiness to move at 
amoment’s notice. Adjutant General Beck, 
by whom the orders were issued, positively 
rcfuses to say whether they come direct from 
Washington or from Chicago, a point on which 
great secrecy has been observed since the first 
of the departmental commotion. Creneral 
Peck says, however, that the reason the first 
orders are countermanded is that the authori- 
tiesare satisfied all danger of an outbreak at 
Salt Lake is past. Battery “D” will remain 
permanently at Fort Douglass, however, to 
prevent the possibility of any disturbance of 
large proportions. General Beck says a great 
@eal of unnecessary sensationalism has been 
worked out ef the case.

Loxpon, December 16.—In an 
today, Mr. Cowen, member parliment, said 
that the liberals would assume office before 
March.

In an interview today Timothy Harington 
said that 1,€00 national league branches, aver- 
aging 360 members, had given £12,000 to the 
executive during the present year. He said 
that some of the newest nationalist members 
of parliament would receive salaries from the 
league. The extinction the liberals, he 
thought, weuld immensely benefit the Irish 
cause. He congidered that their defeat was 

to appeals to religious bigotry made by 
Lord Hartingten in his speeches at Belfast. 
Mr. Harington also said that boycotting was 
outside of the league’s programme and that the 
practice was confined to few brauches. The 
execuior, he said, would not meddle with local 
afiairs generally, but would stop boycotting 
whenever such power was misused, 

Raron DeWorms, speaking at conservative 
banquet here tonight, said that government

mese troops in a steamer belonging to the king 
and commanded by a palace official. It is al- 
ieged that the Burmese prime minister was 
implicated in the massacre. The inhabitants 
of Rangoon are indignamt at the minister being 
allowed to retain his office. The commander 
of the steamer, after the murders, returned to 
Mandalay, where he circulated the report of 
his own death. Hisarrest has not yet been 
attempted by the British authorities.

THE SILVER 


A Meeting in New York at which the Problem 
is Discussed. 

New YorK, December 16.—The main par- 
lor of Metropolitan hotel was occupi@@ with 
gentiementonight who had assembled to hear 
the silver question discussed. Probably sixty or 
seventy-five were preeent. The meeting was 
uncer the auspices of the anti-monopoly league. 
Hon. Edwards Pierrepont, ex-minister to Eng- 
land, presided. He gave an extensive review 
of the silver question in this country and 
Europe. He said, among other things: 

Silver does net finetuate any more than gold 
I mean in course of its natural opera- 
In the pericd extending from Ito 1873 
was but . little fluctuation in London 
prices of silyer. In 1833 the price was fifty 
odd = pence ornece, and forty years 
atier the priee was exactiy the same. There is ao 
naticn now coining silver, but all nations arecoin- 
ing goid, If you were tO stop gold coinage, the re- 
sult woule be a fall in the value of gold and a fine- 
tvation in prices. The English system, which is so 
frequently mentioned, istue syster by whiche 
ceriain Class is favored, They have primogenitare, 
heriditary nobility, aristocracy and money kings. 
These neverthink of the general people when 
they legislate on currency. Their system is no 
more suited to our currency than their system of 
government is suitedte ours. 

Among those selected as_ vice-presidents 
were Roswell P. Flower and Charles A. Dana, 
neither of whom were present. General 
Themas Ewing, of Ohio, had been expected, 
but sent word he could not come. Hon, A. J. 
Warner next spoke. He said: 

Not only the facts are on our side, but the science 
of the question as well. The movement has been 
organized to throw out of commerce one of the 
metals of our currency .Condition of world has not 
improved, prices are no more stable, business no 
more prosperous, production not increased, nor is 
wealth increased and the nations no betteroff. 

A long series of resolutions were then adopt- 
ed, from which the following are extracts: 

Resolved, That we do hereby petition congress to 
resume the free coinage of the standard silyer dol- 
lar of 412 grains and to provide for the issue by all 
‘ub-treasuries and national depositories of treasury 
bills of the denomination of $1, $2 and & on deposit 
ofany and all denominations of silver coins, 

‘erolved, That as a matter of constitutional law, 
irrespective of economic policy, the United States 
capnot become a nono metallic country on a single 
standard of gold or silver, because the constitution 
prohibits every state from making anything else 
but gold and silver legal tender in paymentof debts 
and thereby devolves on congress a perpetual obli- 
gation to provide the states with both gold and 
silver coin in which all debts can be paid. 

Resolved, That no increase in the quantity of 
silver bullion in the coined dollar is expedient for 
the reason that all debtors who have inenrred debts, 
poblie or private in American currency, have the 
right to pay each dollar of them with 567‘ grains 
of pure silver, or with twenty-iour grains of gold at 
their election, and congress would be guilty of 
spoliation and robbery if it should attempt toin- 
crease the quantity of silver such debtors owe. To 
increase by one fifth the quantity of silver in adol- 
lar, would be to swell by three hundred millions 
the volume of the government debt. To add one 
fifth to the volume of legal debt at the call of the 
bondholders, is as decp a dishonor to the govern- 
ment as to scale the debt at the call of the taxpay-

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The New Mormon Bill. 

Senator Edmunds has introduced another 
bill for the more effectual. suppression of 
polygamy. Bill No. 2 provides that polyga- 
mous wives may be compelled to testify, and 
that witnesses, who there is good reason to 
believe will seek to evade service of a sub- 
pena, may be attached. The bill also dis- 
franchises the women of Utah. It annuls the 
law of the territory which now enables the 
Mormon authorities to identify each ballot 
cast, and to ascertain whether any member 
of their church has voted contrary to the dic- 
tates of the church authorities. It deprives 
the Mormon probate courts of Utah of their 
jurisdiction over election matters, and-every- 
thing else except the probate of wills, ete. 
But, most important of all, it divests the 
incorporated Mormon church of all the vast 
political and temporal powers conterred upon 
it by the ordinance of the so-called state of 
Deseret, the original attempted Mormon 
state; subsequently merged into the territory 


of Utah, and authorizes the president of the 


United States, with the consent of the sen- 
ate, to appoint fourteen trustees to exercise 
all the powers conterred upon the corpora- 
tion, aside from religious matters. These 
trustees are to report to. the interier depart- 
ment. It annuls the Verpetual Emigrating 
Fund company, under which the constant 
infiux of Mormons into the United States is 
maintained, and it redistricts Utah tor legis- 
Jative purposes, under the control of the fed- 
eral officials instea® of the Mormon church. 

A very similar bill passed the senate at 
the last session by a large vote, and as the 
president has since suggested similar legisla- 
tion, it is thought the new bill will readily 
become alaw. Suppression of the evil by 
legislation, and rigid execution of all laws 
relating to it, constitute the system most in 
favor in dealing with Utah matters. The 
presitent very plainly stands ready to carry 
into citect the will ot congress.
